Prof. Chandler Will Serve on Shattuck 
Prize Committee of Award at 
Mechanics Fair.

on the board of judges of the Shattuck 
pr ize competition of designs for artisans’ 
homes in Conjunction with Prof. H. Lang- 
ford Warren of Harvard, aud J. M. Car- 
rere of New York. 

With a fund provided by the late Ir; 
George ©. Shattuck, two prizes have been 
offered for designs for artisans’ homes, 
one a limited competion, fifteen eminent 
architects of the country having been in- 
vited and accepted the lasitatina to join 

~-ti-this-contest; the second competition, 
ap open one, has been accepted by ninety 
prominent architects located throughout 
the United States and Canada. All these 
desigus will be displ syed for public view. 
In-referring to the de:ails of this cumpe- 
tition the committee says: 

“Upon four acres of land in the suburbs 
of a large city it is required to provide 
for the housing of fifty artisan households 
in an attractive, agreeable, sanitary, and 
independent manver, in such a way that 
the property shall be recognizable as a 
single property, and shall provide, at 
rentals within the reach uf the artisan 
class, a fair return upon the invested 
capital. ‘The land is square and is bor. 
dered upoi one side by a street,—the 
main thoroughtara of the suburb,—and 
itis valued at titeon ceuts per square 
foot. 

“The programme is purely an imagin 
ary one, and its somewhat indefinite 
requirements are made purposely so, 
since it is conceived that an investor of a 
philanthropic turn of mind, with abun- 
dant yet vot limitless re sources, would 
seek advice from his architect in about 
as indefinite language. The danger of a 
more fully statea programme is that it 
represses the imaginative and inventive 
faculties, while it is our hope to secure 
better returns by leaving these faculties 
untrammelled.” 

Thé widespread attertion being given 
to this matter of “homes for the people” 
renders this department one of the most 
impertaut and interesting features of the 
Mechanics Fair, which opened in Boston, 
Monday.

Monday morning was the result of the

had appeared at her home in a fright- 
fully battered condition last night. The 
sensational circumstances attending 
the case have not yet been _ fully 
straightened. .Mrs. Olds who was well 
acquainted with Graham, her husband 
having been employed as fireman on 
the engine with the dead man for a long 
period previous to less than a year ago, 
avers that’ the man who accosted her 
was a. stranger. Her. story Monday 
differs from that told Sunday night in 
that she says that she-is not positive 
that the man assaulted her, and she 
thinks that she was struck by a train. 
She has not yet been informed of the 
finding of Graham’s body. 

She left her home, 124 Exeter street, 
early Sunday night, saying to her hus- 
band that she was going to a drug 
store, and then to the home of a wo- 
man, who w&shed for her on Phillips 
hill, About 8 o’clock she returned to 
the. house and startled her husband by 
her condition. She was. covered with 
blood, which had flowed from wounds 
in her head, her hair was dishevelled, 
and her-clothes-torn_and besmeared, 

She appeared dazed and her alarmed 
husband hastened to call a_ neighbor. 
The latter summoned Dr. Myron Da- 
vis, Jr., who found the woman terribly 
cut and bruised. On her right cheek 
was a severe bruise, and another black 
and blue swelling over the right eye 
was the mark of another blow. Two 
cuts were upon the top of the head and 
on the back near the base of the brain 
was a gash about 3 1-2 inches in length, 
extending to the skull. The effect of 
another blow was shown upon _ the 
small of her back, while her left arm 
and left leg were badly bruised and dis- 
colored, At times she would lapse into 
unconsciousness. ~ During her_....semi- 
conscious moments a few disjointed 
sentences were obtained from her, 

She said a man had accosted her on 
Broadway near the box factory and 
made an improper proposal which she 
resented. The man then attacked her. 
Regarding the details from that time 
until she reached home her mind ap- 
peared a blank. She said that her as- 
sailant had red hair and a sandy mous- 
tache and wore a light brown overcoat 
and a derby hat. 

Officer John J. O'Sullivan had been 
informed by the watchman at’ Horne’s 
machine shop that a woman with her 
torn had 
come up the track and proceeded along 
Andover street. 

The officer located the woman at her 
home and then informed headquarters 
Sergeant Wuest went to the home of 
the Olds family and learned the mea- 
gre particulars, which had been ob- 
tained from: the woman.

Congressman Knox has received of- 
ficial information from Porto Rico re-

The news came from Lieutenant Rob- 
erts;-in command of the Supply, the 
ship on which George W. Colby and Dr. 
S. W. Abbott sailed for the purpose of 
bringing the body of the young Law- 
rence hero back to America, in order 
that the remains might be interred at 
- Annapolis. in accordance with Board- 


mans’ dying request. 


Disposition of the PLilippines. 


The problem regarding the disposition 
of the Philippines may be handled in 
two ways. -We may consider our obli- 
gations toward an oppressed people 
freed by our own act, and requiring 
those lessons in civilization which we 
are best able to furnish, or, ignoring 
those obligations, and guided by our 
selfish interests, we may /balance the 
possibilities of gain or loss to ourselves 
if the island should pass under. our 
control, 

The latter position is taken by the 
Democratic party and it will not be out 
of place to«-diseuss the matter from 
their point of view, 

The claim is made that the million 
pauper Philipinos will be brought into 
toilers of America. But for what 
reasons are these inhabitants of the 
Tropics to invade-.our factories and 
drive out our workingmen or are they 
to set up manufactories at home that 
will close the door to the products of 
our looms and workshops? Has this 
occurred in the experience’ of any 
colonial power? Why has Spain piled 
up an enormous debt in order to main- 
tain her hold on these°colonies if not 
to provide an outlet for her home man- 
ufactures. Does not England hold 
India as’“‘the~—-brightest..jewel_of her 
diadem” for the same reason? And 
Holland her possession in the East be- 
cause of the exhaustible wealth they 
have brought-her? Are not the princi- 
pal European powers engaged in a 
desparate scramble to secure control or 
spheres of influence in China and in 
Africa for similar reasons. Their work- 
inmen do not fear competition but are 
looking to the time when these: un- 
counted miliions of consumers will set 
the wheels of home industry revolving 
as never before. 

It is a narrow and_ short-sighted 
policy that would close the doors that 
Providence has. opened to us and bar 
out our exports from fields where here- 
tofore they have not had full access. 
But it may be urged that annexation 
vr a protectorate is not neccessary in 
order to maintain profitable trade re- 
lations with these islands. It is a 
sufficient answer to say that Spain has 
always, exceptine under thereciprocity 
clause of the McKinley act, maintained 
a discriminating tariff which practical- 
Iv "shut out American manufactures 
frém her colonies and the like wad 
prebably happen again if the Philip- 
pines shoul? revert back to her or fall 
unver German control. 

Mivilization too must precede the de- 
velopment of needs that must be gsatis- 
fied by the produets of civilized tsates. 
A naked savage, sitting before an open 
fire and living in a hut of his own mak- 
ing, has no wants that_-we can supply. 
He_is of no value to us as a con- 
sumér, Civilize him and he-witt-want 
textiles, shoe, a hat, tools and innumer- 
able other articles that now he has not 
the faintest conception of. And such 
civilization will only come when a su- 
lesson in true living. Our missionaries 
have done this wherever they have had 
an opportunity. But the Philipinos are 
not savages. bv any means. They need 
but the equitable a’ministration of law, 
insuring to them peace and safety, con- 
tact with American iteas, education in 
the American school house, nrivileges in 
trade and commerce to create an outlet 
for ouh_ textile and other manufac- 
tured articles that will have an appre- 
ciable influence on our prosperity. 

Nor will the advantage be confined to 
out exports. Articlés Which are now al- 
most luxuries, some of -the staples 
sugar. coffee, etc., will be cheapened to 
the advantage of our workinemen. In 
tre readjustment of values ome inter- 
ests will suffer, but these will be mainly 
| such as ?ttke the sugar trust. depend on 
a market where the demand is greater 
than the supply for a major part of 
their profits. These considerations 
should cause labor to support the new 
nolicy of our government so conspicu- 
ansly beewn in the acquiistion of Porto 
Rico and Hawaii,

Stewed Ants and Things. . 

Ants stewed in butter area luxury in 
some parts of Africa and are said to be of 
two distinctive flavors, the front part dif- 
fering from.the abdomen in flavor. Hum- 
boldt noted their*use as food-—in-South 
America and stated that some tribes pre- 
ferred them stewed in rosin. In Sweden 
ants are distilled with rye and used for 
flavoring brandy. Termites, or white ants, 
are highly esteemed by Hottentots, who 
fatten themselves upon Solomon’s models 
of industry. The correct method of prep- 
aration is to parch them in pots over a 
gentle fire, stirring them occasionally with 
astick. They are eaten without sauce of 
any kind and are said to resemble sugared 
cream or sweet almond paste. The Hindoos 
prefer them made into pies, Fried wasps 
are a Chinese delicacy, and the Celestials 
also declare that, the chrysalis of the silk- 
worm is delicious, as is the caterpillar of 
the hawk moth. The Cingalese used to 
eat bees, and the natives of New Caledonia 
favored spiders. —London Standard.
